SERGEANT IS BEING 


Dead Trainees Believed 
to Have Drowned — 
Corps Commandant 
Making Personal In- 
quiry. 


PARRIS ISLAND, S.C., April 
9 (AP)—Five Marines are dead 
and one is missing after a 
forced march last night into 
the swamps near this base, the 
Marine Corps reported today. 

Capt. Ralph Wood, base pub- 
lic information officer, said the 
dead and missing were among 
75 recruits who were marched 
about a_mile from the training 
base into a tidal swamp by a 
drill instructor as a disciplinary 
measure. 

The instructor was identified 
as Staff Sgt. Matthew C. Mc- 
Keon, 31 years old, Worcester, 
Mass. He joined the Navy in 
1945 and the Marine Corp in 
1947. He issa Korean war vet- 
eran. 

He has been placed in cus- 
tody pending a formal court 
of inquiry already started un- 
der Col. John B. Heles, the 
depot intelligence officer. 

The Marine Corps comman- 
dant, Gen. Randolph Pate, flew 
from Washington to Parris 
Island immediately for a “per- 
sonal investigation.” 

The dead Marines were be- 
lieved to have drowned. 

The area into which the 
plateot® was marched is low 
and swampy. Grass three to 
four feet high grows in the 
watery section and the whole 
area is grown in underbrush 
and cypress trees. 

The public information offi- 
cen said the drill instructor may 
not have been familiar with 
the area. 

‘Confusion in Darkness.’ 

Capt.. Wood said the’ staff 
sergeant marched the recruits 
into the swamp to punish them 
for unspecified infractions of 
the rules and intended to march 
them back again to camp. A 
Marine Corps announcement 
said earlier that “considerable 
confusion ensued in the dark- 
ness” and that after the ser- 
geant had extricated his men 
from the swamp the six re- 
cruits were missing. Names of 
the dead and missing were be- 
ing withheld pending further 
results of the search and notifi- 
cation of next of kin. 

Capt. Wood reported that 
originally 11 recruits failed to 
answer a head count conducted 
by the sergeant. One man was 
found back at the depot, hav- 
ing failed to report for the en- 
forced night march, which got 
under way about 9 o'clock. Sev- 
eral other men drifted back into 
camp during the night, one of 
them taking two hours to cover 
the short distance. 

Bodies Are Discovered. 

By daybreak the number of 
missing had been reduced to 
six, and four bodies were dis- 
covered in the swamp after day- 
break in the large scale search 
ordered by Maj. Gen. Joseph 
Burger, Parris Island com- 
mander. The fifth body was 
found later today. 

Pate was accompanied to 
Parris Island by the corps in- 
spector general, Brig. Gen. Car- 
son Roberts. They will conduct 
a “personal investigation of the 
circumstances,” corps  head- 
quarters said. 

Boats and searchlights from 
the Parris Island fire depart- 
ment were used throughout the 


night in the search for the. 


missing men. At daybreak light 
aircraft started combing the 
area from the air. 

Two helicopters left for the 
scene early today and the 
Marines said that by noon a 
“large number of patrols” were 
working through the swamps 
and that officers from the 
Beaufort (S.C.) sheriff's office 
had joined in the search.

MARK IN SENATE 


Charges Rival’s Record 
Shows He Balloted 

_ Only 59 Pct. of Time 
in 83rd Congress. 


CHICAGO, April 9 (AP}— 
Adlai Stevenson is winding up 
his bid for the backing of his 
home state for the Democratic 
presidential nomination with a 
flurry of Kefauver-style hand- 
shaking and some new pot shots 
at his chief opponent. 

Also eyeing later primaries, 
Stevenson offered to debate 
issues with Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver in Florida after tomor- 
row’s Illinois voting. Kefauver 
promptly accepted the idea. 

Stevenson yesterday went 
further in the criticism of Ke- 
fauver’s voting record in Con- 
gress that last week drew 
charges of “mud slinging” from 


Kefauver. Stevenson called the 
“mud slinging’ charge “non- 
sense.” 


Cites the Record. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that during the Eighty-third, the 
last full Congress, the Con- 
gressional Quarterly discloses 
that Senator Kefauver voted 
only 59 per cent of the time, 
whereas the average for all 
Senators was 84 per cent,” 
Stevenson said in a television 
interview filmed at his subur- 
ban Libertyville (Ill.) home. 

“This was the second worst 
voting record in the Eighty- 
third Congress,” Stevenson as- 
serted. 

He did not name a Congress- 
man who he believes has the 
worst voting record in the 
Eighty-third Congress. 

The interviewer pointed out 
that both Stevenson and Ke- 
fauver will be campaigning in 
Florida this week for that 
state’s May 29 primary. He 
asked if they would share the 
same platform if their paths 
crossed. 

‘Delighted to Appear.’ 

Stevenson answered that he 
would be “delighted to appear 
with Senator Kefauver most 
anywhere. It would afford us 
a wonderful opportunity to 
spread the Democratic gospel.’ 

In Washington Kefauver said: 
“I'd be very happy to meet with 
Mr. Stevenson wherever it can 
be conveniently arranged.” 

The Illinois primary may be 
a crucial test for Stevenson. 
He is the state’s former Gov- 
ernor, the Democratic organ- 
ization is: st solidly behind 
him, and hig is the only name 
printed on the Democratic 
presidential preference ballot. 

But Kefauver supporters are 
urging voters to write in the 
name of the lanky Tennessean 
in what they~call a “spontan- 
eous” movement. Stevenson, 
himself predicts Kefauver may 
get a “substantial write-in vote” 


in Illinois. 
In the case of the Illinois 
presidential preference  pri- 


mary, the vote has no binding 
effect upon the state’s delega- 
tions to the national conven- 
tions. 


Stevenson was campaigning 


hard in Illinois, presumably be- | 


cause of the Kefauver write-in 
threat. 

Last night he sipped coffee 
and shook numerous hands &t a 
round of Stevenson-for-Presi- 
dent rallies in Chicago suburbs. 

More than 100 of his support- 
ers from a dozen states, in Chi- 
cago for workshop meetings on 
campaign tactics, attended a 
box lunch social at Stevenson's 
home in Libertyville. He toured 
his crowaed living room twice, 
shaking hands, signing auto- 
graphs and posing for photo- 
graphs with delegations from 
various states. 

In the Republican primary, 
President Eisenhower is op- 

osed nominally by Senator 

illiam F, Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and Lar Daly of Chicago. 
Knowland is in the primary 
only because President Eisen- 
hower's decision to run again 
came too late for him to with- 
draw. Daly is a perennial of- 
fice-seeker who has not cam- 
paigned actively.

Reasons for Red Success. 
The reasons for the success 


of the Soviet economic offensive 
in the 
Asia—India, 


backward countries of 
Burma and Af- 
ghanistan thus far—are not dif- 
Among them: 

1. The Soviet offensive is 
based on “trade-not-aid’” —a 
fact on which Americans can 
ruefully reflect since they 
originated the phrase. This 
avoids the stigma of the rich- 
uncle - poor - nephew relation- 
ship which newly independent 
Asian nations attach to Amer- 
ican aid. 

2. Soviet aid agreements 
emphasize the equality of the 
relationship. A significant 
line from the Indo-Russian 
joint statement of Dec. 22, 
1955, reads that the two coun- 
tries “should mutually in- 
crease cultural and economic 
relations to the end of deep- 
ening co-operation and under- 
standing among nations.” 

3. Soviet aid is tailored to 
the needs of the nations get- 
ting it. Burma, for example, 
needs help but won’t accept 
it unless it can pay for it. The 
only medium of payment 
Burma has is surplus rice. 
Unfortunately—or fortunately 
—America has a surplus of 
rice. Russia comes along 
with an offer to take Burma’s 
surplus rice in exchange for 
machinery needed for rice 
mills, spinning mills and hy- 
droelectric plants. Burma, 
which would prefer American 
equipment, accepts the Rus- 
sian offer. 

4. Tradenot aid— with 
the Soviet block offers the 
newly independent countries, 
on whom the scars of coloni- 
alism are still fresh, escape 
from economic dependence on 
the West. The thought that 
they might become equally 
or more dependent on the 
Communist world is some- 
thing they will face when the 
time comés. 

5. The backward nations 
feel a kinship with Soviet 
Russia that they do not feel 
toward the United States. 
This is something the Rus- 
sians have been most careful 
to cultivate. Russia, in the 
eyes of many Asians, is the 
shining example of the suc- 
cessful socialist revolution. 
Having transformed itself 
from a backward agricultural 
nation into an_ industrial 
giant ready to challenge the 
United States, Russia is now 
ready to help less fortunate 
nations profit by its example. 
That, at least, is the picture 
many Asians have of Russia. 
The Russians can be counted 
on to see that nothing is done 
to disabuse them. ' 

U.S. Disadvantazes. 

Against this 
out sharp and clear.

For the School Levy 


Public education in St. Louis is rapidly ap- 
proeching another of the periodic financial erises 
which it can suceéssfully survive only with the 
help of the people, 

This one—the fourth in the last six years— 
will be neached ig the special election Thursday 
when voters will be asked to approve a school 
tax rate of $130. *- 

The situation is serious, more so this time 
than ever before. The $1.30 rate is 41 cents in 
excess of the 89-cent maximum that the School 
Board can levy ‘without permission of the people. 
If a majority of voters decline to rally to the 
aid of their schools the rate under the law auto- 
matically will fall to the 89-cent level. 

That would be a body blow of thundering 
force, involving as it would a loss of some 40 
per cent of the schools’ requirements. 

The total would run to a little less than 
$20,000,000, with more than half of it represent- 
ing a loss of state aid, School districts that fail 
to levy at least $1 are ineligible for help from 
the state treasury. 

The $1.30 rate the School Board is asking the 
people to levy is 15 cents more than the current 
tax. It will produce about $2,400,000 in addi- 
tional revenue. Every penny is needed if school 
services are to continue at their present level. 

Specifically the additional 15 cents will per- 
mit the Board to pay its share of the cost of 
bringing school employes under social security; 
to cut the size of classes by one pupil per teach- 
er; to increase teachers’ salaries just enough so 
that they are competitive with those in other 
systems, and to provide for deferred mainte- 
nance of school buildings. 

These needs are unquestioned. The $1.30 rate 
is absolutely a necessity. And if the friends of 
the schools turn out in sufficient numbers there 
will be no doubt of the result at the polls, It will 
be a clear vote of confidence for a school system 
which offers opportunities for learning and 
growth to one St. Louisan in every eight. 

The plain fact is that ‘Just about everyone 
who examines the needs reaches the same con- 
clusion: that the $1.30 rate is essential to the 
proper operation of the schools. 

The list of indorsers is a yard long. It in- 
cludes Mayor Tucker, leaders of both political 
parties, heads of both our great universities, 
and innumerable labor, civic, neighborhood, fra- 
ternal, service and other organizations—not to 
mention such old friends of the schools as the 
P.-T.As, patrons’ groups and mothers’ circles. 

Even so, it still takes votes to win an election. 
Indorsements and good wishes, welcome as they 
are, have meaning only when they stimulate peo- 
ple to vote. St. Louisans know the need. On 
Thursday they ought to see that it is met.

Adiai E. Stevenson's criticism at East Alton 
of the Administration's labor record follows re- 
ports that Secretary of Labor Mitchell has 
abandoned hope for passage of much of the 
Administration's 14-point labor program in this 
session of Congress.

None of these gets close to the heart of the 
labor issye, which is the Taft-Hartley Act. That 
law has stood relatively untouched for nine 
years and apparently will stand for 10. And 
though both major parties and President Ejisen- 
hower himself have called for revision of the 
law, all factions in Congress have shown a sin- 
gular inability to do anything about it. 

The Administration did introduce a series of 
mild amendments in the Eighty-third Congress. 
Among them were proposals to let emergency 
boards recommend settlements in national emer- 
genty strikes, to relax restrictions on the sec- 
ondary boycott, and to prevent new representa- 
tion elections for four months after the begin- 
ning of most strikes. The last was meant to bar 
efforts to disqualify striking unions by using 
votes of non-strikers. 

. What happened; to these measures was a clas- 
sie of confusion. Northern and Sputhern Demo- 
ctats voted together, along with some Republi- 
cans, to kill the bill—but all for different rea- 
sons. The yote demonstrated the sharp division 
inside the parties as well as between employer 
and labor lobbyists. 

The irony of the labor issue is that the last 
thorough plan to revise Taft-Hartley came from 
the late Senator Taft. Perhaps if the law’s au- 
thor had lived, desirable changes might have 
been made. But at the time labor demanded 
erasure of the whole law, while industry wanted 
no changes at all. 

Now an election year is by all odds the worst 
time to try to promote serious action on so con- 
troversial an issue. If nothing is done, then both 
parties can claim that they tried to do some- 
thing, blame each other for doing nothing, and 
agree that something ought to be done. So labor 
legislation is not only up the stump but on it too. 
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‘Reward or Insurance, Not Bribe’ 

In reporting the $2500 campaign contribution 
offered to Senator Case of South Dakota, the 
special four-man investigating committee has 
worded a viftual white-wash to make it seem a 
severe condemnation. 

The committee found the offer made in con-

Call it coincidence, happenstance or what you 
will, there is a charm in the way the mind some- 
times is pushed from subject to subject.

The (Railroad) Tie That Binds Us All Between Book Ends

Newspaper woman in bit of Missouri nostalgia wonders if 
airplanes will ever draw nations together as railroads have the 
regions and peoples within national boundaries; State history 
interwoven with that of the Missouri Pacific since 1851.

A Soviet general has flown back to 
Moscow from London in a jet airliner 
said to have a speed of 585 miles an 
hour. I think of my own first conquest 
of space—a ride as a child on a Mis- 
souri Pacific railway train that aver- 
aged 30 miles an hour. 


Will airplanes ever draw nations to- 
gether, unify them economically and cul- 
turally, as railroads have the regions and 
peoples within na- 
tional boundaries? 

My own first ex- 
perience on a train 
— probably paral- 
leled by that of 
many other persons 
—holds hope that 
they will. This ride 
has flashed vividly 
intO memory as a 
result of the recent 
reorganization and 
new start that the 
historic Missouri 
Pacific Railroad has 
made after 23 years 
of receivership. 

The ride was from Kansas City to St. 
Louis. It was a long night’s ride (now 
it is five hours), and I was to sleep on 
a train. I would awaken in the morning 
far, far from home, in a strange, new 
and, of course, a very different place. 


A Ride Across Missouri 


The ride was a great adventure. But 
the place where I found myself in the 
morning was not what I expected. The 
streets and houses were just like those 
at home! So were the people—those 
strange people on the other side of the 
state that I was sure would be vaguely 
different. 


For more than a century, since the 
beginning of the rise of the railroad, 
Americans have been making similar 
discoveries about each other on a large 
scale. Since 1920 the motor car and air- 
plane have greatly stepped this up. 

But because the railroad was so long 
the chief bridge across America’s vast 
spaces it remains to many the emo- 
tional symbol of the world beyond the 
horizon. 

Nearly every adult “owns” in memo- 
ry a railroad—the one that meant the 
most to his geographical region. The 
Missouri Pacific, first railroad to be 
built west of the Mississippi, has long 
been “the railroad” to many of the peo- 
ple of the chief four states it has served, 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and Louisi- 
ana, and also to many of the others into 
whose territory it expanded, Colorado, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma and Texas. — 

It has been the road whose sh 
lonely engine whistles they have he 
im the night, whose spirals of smoke

they have seen trailing across the sky 
in the daytime, whose big “iron horses” 
have come thundering into their “de- 
pots” to bring them a sense of the 
world beyond, whose endless lines of 
lumbering freight cars have held them 
up at grade crossings. 

Missourians particularly have found 
their history interwoven with that of 
the Missouri Pacffic. Its construction— 
with destination the Pacific Ocean— 
was started at St. Louis in 1851, and 
Senator Thomas Hart Benton was ac- 
tive in getting the road chartered. But 
it was not until 1865 that the 283 miles 
of track between St. Louis and Kansas 
City were completed. 

Many of us who have traveled this 
cross-state scenic route along the “Big 
Muddy” have wondered how this same 
mighty, rushi river and those same 
white rock bluffs and green woodlands 
must have looked to those Eastern mi- 
grants who after the Civil War traveled 
this road seeking Western lands of 
Canaan. 


Up and Then Down 


This Western migration brought busi- 
ness to the railroad, and in 1876 it be- 
gan an expansion that ultimately car- 
ried it into nine states. It has been 
owned by Jay Gould, been a part of the 
Van Sweringen empire and—no connec- 
tion intended —its trains have been 
robbed by Jesse James. 

In the 1920s as its freight revenues 
mounted, it rode a crest of success. But 
overexpansion and a burden of debt 
brought it into bankruptcy in 1933. 


But during its long receivership, the 
longest any railroad has known, its pa- 
trons found the road doing business as 
usual. Good management during those 
years has placed it in a strong position 
for its life-begins-at-105 demonstration. 


Way to Cover Space 


It is now 100 per cent dieselized, its 
physical equipment has been kept up 
(it has some of the most popular pas- 
senger trains in the country) and with 
a revenue coming 95 per cent from its 
freight, it is in a position to profit from 
the industrial growth of its region. 

The progress of any railroad is a 
satisfaction to those who take a practi- 
cal as well as a sentimental interest in 
this form of transportation. Good roll- 
ing stock means strength for the na- 
tional economy. 

It also means an enjoyable and edu- 


. cational way of covering space for those 


who like to savor the countryside and 
the people. I for one af glad to look 
forward to continued rides on the rail- 
road that brought me my first realiza-

Old Faiths Above New Laws 


THE STRONG HAND, by Michael Blankfort. (Lifttie, 

Brown, 318 pgs., $3.75.) 

This is primarily a love story. To 
the usual tensions between lovers, the 
author has added one of vast force: a 
conflict of faith. Because he says he 
knows him best, he has chosen an Amer- 
ican Jew as exemplar of a faith, with 
ancient laws transcending present civil 
codes. 

But Blankfort explicitly recognizes 
that there are other orthodoxies de- 
manding as much of adherents. Indeed 
he introduces in a minor plot a political 
faith which irreversibly separates good 
friends. “The strong hand” is the com- 
pulsion of any faith which asks man to 
deny his own desires. 

Leo Berdick, whom the reader first 
meets as a young aspirant to the rab- 
binate, emerges from the conflict a man 
at once of nobility and humility—a thor- 
oughly admirable man of profound pas- 
sion. Katy Waterman, the worldly, suc- 
cessful woman he loves, is by no means 
his counterpart. 

A Jewess who has forgotten the ways 
of her family, she fails to excite the 
Sympathy which her role as tragic 
heroine requires. The reader cannot 
be sure that her conclusive act is sacri- 
ficial; it may be merely cowardly. Of 
how great a love, one asks, is it renun- 
ciation? 

Michael Blankfort writes in the first 
person, as the confidant of both Leo 
and Katy. This device lends authentic- 
ity to his work. It also enables him to 
recount episodes in a seemingly artless 
een observer—without either 

mmitting himself or suppl inter- 
pretation for the reader. ee 

In fact his story appears to’ evolve 
so naturally that it may be taken for 
true. Yet Blankfort knows his business 
as a story-teller: he writes with fine 
dramatic sense, his novel builds to a 
rending climax, and falls away to its 
only possible resolution.

Stadium in Washington, for 
this was a way back in 1937 
when baseball was played by 
daylight even in the nation’s 
capital.

Roosevelt was there, along 
with Cabinet officers and 
Supreme Court justices and 
Senators and Congressmen, 
watching the fifth annual 
All-Star game between the 
American and _ National 
Leagues. 

The centerfielder for the 
Americans was a Cleveland 
player, name of Earl Averill. 
He batted fifth in a line-up 
that included Red Rolfe, 
Charley Gehringer, Joe Di- 
Maggio, Lou Gehrig, Joe Cro- 
nin, Bill Dickey, Sam West, 
Letty Gomez, Tommy Bridges, 
Mel Harder and Jimmy. Foxx, 
a pinch-hitter. Where are 
they now? 

With two out in the third 
inning, Gehrig hit a home 
run with DiMaggio on base 
and the Americans led, 2 
to 0. Then Averill hit a ball 
that ended both the inning, 
and, though nobody suspected 
it then, the great days of a 
pitcher named Jerome Her- 
man Jay Hanna Dizzy Dean. 
It was a low liner that ca- 
romed off Dean's shoe to 
Billy Herman, who threw 
Averill out, but the smash 
had broken Dean’s big toe.

Amateur, 


Who Led 
3 Rounds, 


Is Second: 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 9 (AP) 
~A friendly puff of wind blew 
Jack Burke Jr. right into the 
1956 Masters golf championship. 

Burke breezed in to claim 
the crown after amateur Ken 
Venturi and “old pro” 
Middlecoff blew up and out of 
the championship picture in one 
of the wildest finishes in Mas- 
ters history. 

The small, 33-year-old Texan 
who represents a Kiamesha 
Lake (N.Y.) course, came up 
from eight strokes back and 
captured his first 
championship yesterday with a 
one-over-par 71 for a 289 total. 


Venturi, the amateur stylist who | 


had kept the pros playing sec- 


ond fiddle all the way, soared | § 


to an 80 and 290. Middlecoftf, 
the lean, cagy veteran who won 
last year, took a 77 and 291. 
And once again the formid- 
able Augusta National course, 
with its 6965 yards of wooded 
fairways and gigantic greens, 
kept alive two traditional Mas- 
ters jinxes: (1) no amateur has 


ever won it and (2) no winner | 


has ever been able to repeat the 
next year. 


Burke Overcomes Old Jinx. 


It was a heart-breaking loss | 


for Venturi, the 24-year-old au- 
tomobile salesman whose sound 
game and ‘‘young-amateur-beat- 
ing-the-pros” status 
the golfing world’s fancy.

1. How do we pay for operation of 
our St. Lovis Public Schools? 


“ Funds come from three major sources: 


First, the City of St. Louis... 
through taxes on real and personal 
property plus a percentage of net rent 
of the St. Louis Housing Authority. 


Second, the State of Missouri... 
through the State Foundation Plan 
with small additional sums for the 
Teachers’ Training Program, Voca- 
tional Training Program, a Text 
Book Fund, and from the County 
Stock Insurance Tax and Intangible 
Property Tax. 


Third, miscellaneous income... in- 
cluding income received from a 
small amount of rental properties 
owned by the Board of Education 
and from fines and forfeitures from 
the courts and excess fees from the 
Probate Court. 


2. How much income will each of the 
major sources provide for our schools 
this year?

3. What is our anticipated income for 
the next two years? 


Under the present $1.15 tax struc- 
ture, plus state aid, income would be 


, $55,094,919 for the next two years. 


After a careful analysis of our mini- 


mum needs for the next two years, 
we find we must budget $59,894,919. 
Therefore, we will need to increase 
our tax rate by 15 cents to produce 
the additional $4,800,000. 


4. How will this additional $4,800,000 
($2,400,000 per year) be used? 


The additional money will be used to 
raise teachers’ salaries, hire additional 
teachers so that the size of classes can 
be reduced, provide Social Security 
benefits for Board employees, provide 
overdue repairs and maintenance, and 
compensate for increased over-all costs 
due to larger enrollments and higher 
prices. (See answers to questions 
11-18.) 


5. What is the State Foundation Plan 
mentioned in connection with State 
support under question 1? 


This Plan was adopted at the last 
session of the Missouri legislature. It 
is an attempt to equalize educational 
opportunities throughout the State 
and provide additional State aid to 
school districts which provide at least 
a $1.00 tax rate in support of schools 
from local funds.

6. How are funds provided for this 
new State Foundation Plan? 


There are two ways. First, for this 
year and next the Legislature has 
voted 374 per cent of all state revenue 
for the State School Fund. Second, 
voters recently approved a cigarette 
tax and money raised from this tax 
goes into the Fund. 


in terms of better education for our children. 


7. Can the State now supply the 
amount of aid described in the pro- 
visions of the Foundation Plan? 


No, not at the present time. As a 
matter of fact, the estimated income 
from the Foundation Plan: this year 
is only 74 per cent of the total pro- 
vided by its formula for allocation 
and, in the next two years, it will 
amount to just 86 per cent of the total 
required. It will probably remain at 
about this level until the program is 
financed 100 per cent in State revenue. 


8. What does this mean fo our St. 
Louis school system? 


We are receiv.ng about $1,000,000 less 
than we would if the State Foundation 
Plan were fully financed. 


9. The St. Lovis schools are‘asking for 
a $1.30 levy for two years. Does this 
request take into consideration the 
fact that funds from the State Founda- 
tion might be increased? 


Yes. The State Comptroller has indi- 
cated that funds will not exceed 86 
per cent of the total needed for the 
next two years. The levy will be recon- 
sidered at that time in light of changes 
in the State financial picture. 


10. What happens if we do not ap- 
prove the proposed levy? 


We stand to lose a total of $12,000,000 
in funds ...a loss which would vir- 
tually bankrupt our school system. 
First, we would lose $6,500,000 in 
local revenue. Second, we would lose 
the $5,500,000 which St. Louis schools 
are now getting from the State Foun- 
dation Plan. The Plan was drawn up 
to help school districts which help 
themselves. Districts levying at least 
$1 per $100 of assessed valuation are 
the only ones eligible for Foundation 
support. If we fail to pass the new 
levy, the St. Louis rate drops back 
to 89 cents. We are then automatically 
ineligible for State Foundation aid. 


11. Will the teachers get a raise as c- - 


result of approval of the levy? 


Yes, each teacher will receive a raise 
of $200 per year plus regular increases 
as set forth in the present salary 
schedule, 


12. How do the salaries paid St. Louis 
teachers compare with other com- 
munities? 


Currently, the salaries are below those 
of strrounding communities and other 
major cities, 


13. Why is it necessary to raise teach- 
ers’ salaries? 


To encourage teachers to remain in 
the teaching profession and to attract 
additional well-qualified teachers, 


14, Are teachers in the St. Louis school 
system covered by Social Security? 


Yes. For the first time, our teachers 
are covered by Social Security. This 


will require the Board of Education — 


to budget an additional $450,000 an- 
nually. (Before the addition of Social 
Security benefits, teachers’ maximum 


retirement benefits were only $100 
per month. With Social Security, they 
can retire. with maximum benefits of 
$208 per month.) 


15. Is St. Louis suffering from a teacher 
shortage? 


Yes, that’s one vital reason why sal- 
aries must be realistic. We now have 
160 full-time positions filled by sub- 
stitute teachers. In addition, we will 
be opening new elementary classes and 
new classes fpr mentally retarded chil- 
dren in September... this means we 


need 71 additional teachers. 


16. How does the St. Louis class load 
per teacher compare with the ideal 
class load? 


Leading educators say 32 students per 
teacher is the maximum for effective 
teaching in elementary schools. The 
St. Louis average is 35.6 but in some 
classes there are as many as 43 stu- 
dents per teacher. 


17. Will the $1.30 levy help us reduce 
the number of students in each class? 


St. Louis is working toward that goal, 
and the 15 cent tax increase will 
enable us to continue this program. 
To lower the class load one pupil per 
teacher we have to open 50 new class- 


+ rooms. This is in addition to the 71 


classrooms described in question 15. 


18. Some $400,000 additional revenue 


is needed for ‘‘preventive mainte- 
nance”... just what does this mean? - 


Board of Education property now has, 
a replacement value of $150,000,000. 
Buildings, furniture and equipment 
must be given consistent care so that 
major repairs and replacement are cut 
to a minimum. This is “preventive 
maintenance.” For the pa&t few years, 
there have not been sufficient funds 
available to keep up the property... 
we must take care of this property 
now to preserve present values. 


19. Can't some of the revenue from 
the big 1955 bond issue be used for 
our schools? 


As a matter of fact, a portion of 
that bond issue was earmarked for 
“schools” but only for new school build- 
ings, additions to buildings, moderniza- 
tion of old buildings and for enlarge- 
ment of play areas. Money from the 
bond issue cannot be used for salaries 
.-. Maintenance... general operating 
purposes. 


20. Where will the money from the 
levy go? 


Into the General Operating Fund of 
the Board of Education. All revenue 
is placed in this fund and then budg- 
eted out. The Fund finances all ex- 
penses for maintaining and operating 
the excellent St. Louis Public Schools. 
From the General Fund, the increase 
will go into many things... bigger 
salary checks for our teachers .. . pay- 
ment of fuel, power, electricity bills 
-+. payment for maintenance which 
will save school property from decay 
...in other words, to create better 
schools for today and tomorrow.

Fuss Over Marriage of Grace Kelly and Prince Stirs Some Criticism

LONDON, April 9 (UP). 

LD Europe finds it so hard 
() io believe a royal marriage

‘Profiles of Courage’ 


Daniel Webster Stood Firm for 


Union 


He Sacrificed Career to Back Henry Clay's Compromise to Keep North and South Together 


This is the second article 
of a series from the book, 
“Profiles in Courage,” writ- 
ten by United States Senator 
John F. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts and published by 
Harper and Brothers. Sena- 
tor Kennedy tells the inspir- 
ing stories of American poli- 
ticians who had the courage 
to sacrifice everything for the 
principles they believed right. 

HE blizzard night of Jan. 21, 
T 1850, was no time in Wash- 
ington for an ailing old man 
to be out. But coughing fitfully, 

Henry Clay made his way 

through the snowdrifts to the 

home of Daniel Webster. 

He had a plan—a compromise 
plan to save the Union—and he 
knew he must have the support 
of the North’s most renowned 
orator and statesman. He knew 
that he had no time to lose, for 
that very afternoon President 
Taylor, in a message to Con- 
gress aSking California’s admis- 
sion as a free state, had thrown 
fuel on the raging fire that 
threatened to consume _ the 
Union. 

For an hour, Clay outlined 
his plan to Daniel Webster in 
the warmth of the latter’s com- 
fortable home. Few meetings in 
American history have been so 
ironic in their consequences. 
For the Compromise of 1850 
added to Henry Clay’s garlands 
as the great pacificator; but 
Daniel Webster’s support, which 
insured its success, brought his 
political crucifixion and, for 
half a century or more, his 
historical condemnation. 

The man upon whom Henry 
Clay called that wintry night 
was one of the most extraor- 
dinary figures in American po- 
litical history. Webster is fa- 
miliar as the battler for Jabez 
Stone’s soul against the devil 
in Stephen Vincent Benet’s 
story. But in his own lifetime, 
he had many battles for his 
own soul—and some he lost. 
Webster, wrote one of his in- 
timate friends, was “a com- 
pound of strength and weak- 
ness, dust and divinity,” or in 
Emerson’s words, “A great man 
with a small ambition.” 

There could be no mistaking 
he was a great man—he looked 
like one, talked like one, was 
treated like one and insisted 
he was one. He had ability to 
make alive and supreme the 
latent sense of oneness, of 
union, that all Americans felt, 
but which few could express. 

But how Daniel Webster could 
express it! Ever since his first 
speech in Congress—attacking 
the War of 1812—had riveted 
the attention of the House of 
Representatives he was the out- 
standing orator of his day—in- 
deed, of all time. 

A very slow speaker, Webster 
combined the musical charm of 
his deep organ-like voice, a 
vivid imagination, an ability to 
crush his opponents with a bar- 
rage of facts and a striking ap- 
pearance to make his orations 
a magnet that drew crowds hur- 
rying to the Senate chamber. 

However Webster was not ac- 
tually as great as he looked. He 
could see nothing improper in 
writing to the president of the 
Bank of the United States—at 
the very time when the Senate 
was engaged in debate over a 
renewal of the bank’s charter— 
noting that “my retainer has 
not been received or refreshed 
as usual.” 

When he tried to resign from 
the Senate in 1836 to recoup 
speculative losses through his 
law practice, his Massachusetts 
business men friends joined to 
pay his debts. 

Webster took it all and more. 
What is difficult to comprehend 
is that he saw no wrong in it— 
morally or otherwise. 

He probably believed that he 
was greatly underpaid, and it 
never occurred to him that by 
his own free choice he had sold 
his services and his talents, 
however extraordinary they 
might have been, to the people 
of the United States. Money 
meant little to him, except as 
a means to gratify his peculiar 


tastes. He never accumulated 
a fortune. He never was out 
of debt. And he never was 


troubled by his debtor status. 
Sometimes he paid, and he 
always did so when it was 
convenient. 

But whatever his faults, Web- 
ster remained the leading mem- 
ber of the American bar and 
one of the most renowned lead- 
ers of the Whig party. And 
thus Henry Clay knew he must 
enlist these extraordinary tal- 
ents on behalf of his great 
compromise. Time and events 
proved he was right. 

Clay’s compromise plan would 
eertainly be criticized in both 
North and South. It would be 
condemned by the Southern

chiefly because it provided that 
California was to be admitted 
as a free (nonslaveholding) 
state and that the slave trade 
would be abolished in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

H to such a plan Webster of 
Massachusetts — a_ state 
which had made it a crime to 
enforce the fugitive slave act? 
Was Webster not specifically on 
record as a consistent foe of 
slavery and a supporter of the 
Wilmot proviso, which was in- 
tended to prohibit slavery in 
the new western territories? 

That very week he had writ- 
ten a friend: “From my ear- 
liest youth, I have regarded 
Slavery as a great moral and 
political evil. ... You need not 
fear that I shall vote for any 
compromise or do anything in- 
consistent with the past.” 

But Daniel Webster feared 
that civil violence “would only 
rivet the chains of slavery the 
more’ strongly.” And the preser- 
vation of the Union was far 
dearer to his heart than his 
opposition to slavery. 

And thus Webster promised 
Henry Clay his conditional sup- 
port, and took inventory of the 
crisis about him. 

Two groups were threaten-

the United States of America. 
In New England, Garrison was 
publicly proclaiming, “I am an 
abolitionist and, therefore, for 
the dissolution of the Union.” 
In the South, Calhoun was 
writing a friend in February 
of 1850, “Disunion is the only 
alternative that is left for us.” 

Webster received abundant 
warning of the attacks to come. 
His constitutents and Massa- 
chusetts newspapers admon- 
ished him not to waver in his 
consistent anti-slavery stand, 
and many urged him to employ 
still tougher tones against the 
South. But the Senator from 
Massachusetts had made up his 
mind, as he told his friends on 
March 6, “to push my skiff 
from the shore alone.” 

And so came the seventh of 
March, 1850, the only day in 
history which would become 
the title of a speech delivered 
on the Senate floor. 

Realizing after months of in- 
somnia that this might be the 
last great effort his health 
would permit, Webster stimu- 
lated his strength for the 
speech by drugs, and devoted 
the morning to polishing up 
his notes. The chamber, the 
even the corridors of the Capi- 
tol were filled with those who 
had been traveling for days 
from all parts of the nation to 
hear Daniel Webster. 

The crowd fell silent as Web- 
ster rose slowly to his feet, all 
the impressive powers of his 
extraordinary physical appear- 
ance—the great, dark, brooding 
eyes, the wonderfully bronzed 
complexion, the majestic domed 
forehead—commanding awe as 
they had more than 30 years.

law, abandoned his own place 
in the history and hearts of his 
countrymen and abandoned his 
last chance for the goal that 
had eluded him for over 20 
years—the Presidency, Daniel 
Webster preierrec to risk his 
career and his reputation rather 
than risk the Union. 

“Mr. President,” he began, 
wish to speak today, not as a 
Massachusetts man, nor as a 
Northern man, but as an Ameri- 
can and a member of the Sen- 
ate of the United States. ... 
I speak today for the preserva- 
tion of the Union. Hear me 


for my cause.” 
ae 
F utes Webster pleaded the 
Union's cause. Relating the 
grievances of each side, he asked 


—_ 


for conciliation and understand- 


ing in the name of patriotism. 
The Senate's main concern, he 
insisted, was neither to pro- 
mote slavery nor to abolish it, 
but to preserve the United 
States of America. “Instead of 
speaking of the possibility or 
utility of secession, instead of 
dwelling in those caverns of 
darkness ... let us enjoy the 
fresh air of liberty and Union.” 
A reporter rushed to the tele- 
graph office. “Mr. Webster has 
assumed a great responsibility,” 
he __ wired _ his paper, 
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whether he succeeds or fails, 
the courage with which he has 
come forth at least entitles him 
to the respect of the country.” 

Daniel Webster did succeed, 
Even though his speech was 
repudiated by many in the 
North, the very fact that one 
who represented such a bel- 
ligerent constituency as Massa- 
chusetts would appeal for unity 
and patriotism was recognized 
in Washington and throughout 
the South as a bona fide as- 
surance of Southern rights. And 


s0 the danger of immediate 
secession and bloodshed was 
passed.

HE SPIRIT of conciliation 
T is Webster's speech gave 

the North the _ righteous 
feeling that it had made 
every attempt to treat the 


South with tairness, and the de- 
fenders of the Union were thus 


united more strongly against 
what they felt to be Southern 
violations of those comnvremnices 
10 years later, Even from the 
military point of view of the 
North, pos stpone ment of the 
battle for 10 vears enabled the 
Northern states ‘to increase tre- 
mendously their lead in voting 
power, production and railroeds 


But it was not understood by 
the abolitionists and Free Soil- 
ers of 1850. Few politicians 
have had the distinction of be- 
ing scourged by such talented 
constituents as did Webster 

Poet Longfellow asked the 
world: “Is it possible? Is this 
the titan who hurled mountains 
at Hayne years ago?” Emerson 
proclaimed that “Webster's ab- 
sence of moral faculty is de- 
grading to the country.” And to 
James Russell Lowell he was 
“the most meanly and foolishly 
treacherous man I ever heard 
of.”’ 

Charles Sumner, who would 
be elevated to the Senate upon 
Webster's departure, enrolled 
the name of Webster on “the 
dark list of apostates.” A mass 
meeting in Boston's Faneuil 
Hall condemned the speech as 
“unworthy of a wise statesman 
and a good man.” 

And finally, the name of 
Daniel Webster was humiliated 
for all time in the literature of 
our land by the cutting words 
of the usually gentle John 
Greenleaf Whittier in his im- 
mortal poem “Ichabod.” 

So Daniel Webster died a dis- 
appointed and discouraged death 
in 1852. But to the very end he 


was true to character, asking on 
his deathbed, “Wife. children, 
doctor, I trust-on this occasion 


I have said nothing unworthy 
of Daniel Webster.”

Busy Career of Katherine Howar 
She Started as Precinct Worker, Now Has High Posts Under Eisenhower

ATHERINE G. HOWARD 
K tes had a pretty busy time 

of it last week. On Monday 
she conferred with director of 
volunteers at Massachusetts 
General Hospital in Boston, 
helping organize the program 
for National Hospital day, which 
will be held in May and will 
emphasize the role of hospitals 
in national disasters. She also 
conferred with the New Eng- 
land regional director of Civil 
Defense about a new woman 
appointee there.

Civil Defense Director of Paki- 
stan, conferred with a repre- 
sentative of the State Depart- 
ment about the next meeting of 
the Senior Civil Emergency 
Pianning Committee of NATO, 
and outlined a speech she will 
give at Brigham Young Uni- 
versity’'s Leadership Week. 
Thursday she got on a plane 
to come to St. Louis for the 
Women’s Advertising Club grid- 
iron dinner held that night.
